Thank you for your recent letter on behalf of Leo D. Gill, a 
former PAA air traffic controller who was fired in 1981 for 
striking, and who would like to return to his former position. 

when the strike occurred in 1981, the President made clear 
that striking controllers would be fired. While I am sure 
that Mr. Gill is the fine young man you describe, the simple 
fact is that controllers removed from Federal service for 
striking are not eligible for employment within the Federal 
Aviation Administration. The President has determined that it 
would be detrimental to the efficiency of the service to 
reemploy discharged strikers within the FAA in any capacity, 
and this decision, which is indefinite in duration and extends 
to all positions in the FAA, has been affirmed by both the 
Merit Systems Protection Board and the United States Court of 
Appeals for the Federal Circuit. The reemployment bar extends 
only to the FAA and a few Department of Defense controller 
positions. Mr. Gill can -apply to any other Federal agency for 
a position. 

As you know, the FAA has concentrated on the hiring and 
training of replacement controllers and on rebuilding the air 
traffic system since the strike. Consistent progress has been 
made, and the system is operating safely and efficientlv.
